A LITERARY CRITIC'S OPINION. 

In speaking of Blaine’s eulogy on 
Garfield, Judge Goodwin says in the 
Salt Lake Tribune: He did not do 
for Garfield at all what Garfield would 
have done for Blaine, had Biaine been 
stricken by Garfield’s side, and from 
the silent realm bad listened for the 
words that Garfield weuld have woven 
for him in eulogy. Perhaps we were 
expecting too much; maybe a review of 
the euldgy six months hence may re- 
veal new beauties, but it is impossible 
at the time to read Blaine's plain 
linking together of facts without 
thinking what a Baker would have 
said on such an occasion could his 
winged spirit have been recalled for 
such a trust; or how Ingersoll or Tom 
Fitch would have shaken that audience, 
and through it the nation, with such a 
theme and with such surroundings. 
There is nothing of the gorgeous im- 
agery, the masterfal handling of the 
words that distifguish the orations of 
a Beecher, or a Phillips, or a Prentiss. 
There is nothing of the electric flash 
that would have marked the words of 
Henry Clay on suchan occasion; 
nothiog of the stately organ-roll tone 
which, from the deep voice of Web- 
ster, would have awed that assembly; 
there was merely the plain statement 
of an active, subtle brain, brought to 
a task which was out of its sphere, 
and bending earnestly to the perform- 
ance of a conscientious duty. 


EDITORIAL NOTES.

THE DREADFUL FLOODS 


| The War Department continues to 
receive dispatches from points in the 
south-west regarding damages by 
floods. Secretary Lincoln eaid this 
afternoon that the losses and conse- 
quent suffering would exceed any 
estimate yet made. There are urgent 


than can be afforded within the limits 
of the appropriation, and these de- 
mands, of course, cannot be fully met 
without the consent of Congress, |i 
Senators and Members of the House 
from the afflicted States are in receipt 


of urgent telegrams calling fur an ap- 
propriation commensurate with the 
disaster. From Little Rock alone 
there are reports of 12,000 persons 
made absolutely destitute, aud to feed 
these even until the flood recedes will 
require double the sum set aside for 
that State. Senator Garland says the 
municipalities and corporations of the 
State are responding liberally, but 
they are burdened by refugees from 
the flooded districts. He also says 
that the present distress is only be- 
ginning. Levees are broken in 80 
many places, and the impoverished 
communities have been unable to ‘re- 
pair them in time to prevent an over- 
flow when the June rise comes.

Press Dispatches to Evenrxe Gazerrs. 


A Pro-Chinese Lawyer. 
Wasurnoron, March 6. 

J. C. G. Kennedy, a regularly em- 
ployed attorney for the Chinese Six 
Companies of California, bas issued a 
pamphlet entitled “The Chinaman as 
a laborer,” which bears his name and 
is addressed in the form of a letter to 
Senator Davis. In it he endeavors to 
show that the census total of Chinese 
residents in California in 1880 is less 
than the total number that would have 
been found in 76, 77 or 78. He also 


cites extracts from testimony given be- 
fore the Congressional commission of 
76 by W. W. Hollister, Judge Solo- 
mon Heydenfelt, Donald McLellan, 
Rev. Wm. Brier, Geo. D. Roberts, 
Heynemann, and other Californians in 
favor of Chinese immigration, -but 
does not quote those portions of their 
testimony which throw light upon its 
2 selt interested inspirations. 
his important omission is exposed, 
*. an explanation supplied by the 
Sunda 3 Gazette, which points out that 
ennedy’s garbled citations are 
— witnesses who have grown rich 
by employing Chinese labor; who aré 
notorious in Califoroia for antagonism 
to independent and ambitious labor; 
whose special relations with the Chi- 
nese in business, or law, or missionary 
interests, make them naturally Chi- 
nese advocates and champions of mon- 
golian immigratsun. The Gaectte then 
editorially proceeds to. state what 
the overwhelming bulk of testi- 
mony taken by the Congressional Com 
mission really did establish, and closes 
its article with a brief, but emphatic 
allusion to the troubles which have 
resulted from the presence of the 
African and Indian as skeletons at 
our national Board, and a warning 
against inviting another race to con- 
flict for no other reason than that of 
cheapening labor and deteriorating 
our civilizatioa.
